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Remarks In Response to the Office Action 

General Remarks 

Claims 1, 3-4, 7-18, 20-21, 24-35, 37-38, and 41-52 are pending. Claims 2, 5-6, 
19, 22-23, 36, and 39-40 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 7-18, 20, 21, and 24-34 are allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

Claims 35, 37-38, and 41-52 stand rejected under 35 USC 101 as being directed 
to non-statutory subject matter for being directed to a "carrier medium," which includes 
non-statutory signals. 

In response. Applicant has amended the claims so that they are directed to "a 
program storage medium readable by a programmable device and storing program 
instructions thereon." This amendment is supported by the originally filed disclosure, 
which discloses storage media or memory media such as magnetic or optical media, 
e.g., disks or CD-ROMs. Because the program storage medium is embodied in a 
tangible article that stores program instructions and is readable by a programmable 
device, these claims 35, 37-38, and 41-52 are directed to statutory subject matter. 
Accordingly, Applicant requests allowance of these claims in the next paper from the 
Office.
